In this book the author shows that the forces of German opposition 
(reaching from the extreme political Right to the extreme Left) once 
they are sufficiently unified, are bound to smash Hitlerism, and that 
Democracy's most powerful ally in the fight against Hitlerism is the 
German people. 

From the beginning of hostilities the existence and strength of the 
opposition within Germany has been manifest, and it will go from 
strength to strength if the British, and French High Command continue 
and intensify their efforts in dropping leaflets — not bombs — and appeal 
direct to the German people in their fight against Hitlerism. 

The book is also a magnificent survey and interpretation of Hitler 
and Hitlerism. But it is primarily occupied in describing in detail the 
growth , of the underground opposition, its activities and methods and 
achievements, from the moment of Hitler's accession to power to the 
early weeks of the war. Of special interest are details of illegal printed 
propaganda, the illegal radio, the make-up of political “cells,” and 
Himmler’s own plans for keeping down the German people during 
wartime. Fraenkel’s conclusion is that Hitler’s days are now numbered. 
The author is an active member of the German opposition in Britain.
